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COFFEE-CANCER LINK 
DEEMED LESS LIKELY

Don’t fear the bean, /all. Coffee officially has been downgraded 
from its possible-carcinogen status. 


While its place on the cancer- 
causing list didn’t stop most of us 
from chugging cup after cup to get 
through the day the World Health 
Organization officially decided that 
there wasn’t enough evidence to 


uphold the claim that coffee was 
linked to cancer, according to the 
Associated Press. 

But we’re not out of the woods 
yet, people. The International 
Agency for Research on Cancer, 


part of the WHO, released a report 
Wednesday claiming that “very hot” 
drinks of any kind could increase the 
risk of cancer. As if we needed a rea- 
son other than the stifling summer 
heat to opt for iced coffee instead. 

Owen Ysng, an epidemiologist at 
Oxford University who has studied 
the coffee-cancer link, told the AP he 
was “not really sure why coffee was in 


a higher category in the first place.” 

He also said, “The best evidence 
available suggests that coffee “does 
not raise the cancer risk.” If it lets us 
drink our coffee without fearing for 
our lives, we’ll take it.

HOW ARE 
CARCINOGENS 



In 1990, coffee was classified by 
the International Agency for Re- 
search on Cancer (I ARC) in group 
2B, which meant that it was “pos- 
sibly carcinogenic to humans.” 

The results of the data and 
evaluation had said, “Taken as a 
whole, these data are consistent 
with a weak positive relationship 
between coffee consumption and 
the occurrence of bladder cancer, 
but the possibility that this is due 
to bias or confounding cannot be 
excluded.” 

lARC had further stated that 
there was some evidence of an in- 
verse relationship between coffee 
drinking and cancer of the large 
bowel and that coffee drinking 
could not be classified as to its 
carcinogenicity to other organs. 

Here are the different classifica- 
tions of agents: 

Group 1: There is convincing evi- 
dence that these agents causes can- 
cer; includes tobacco and asbestos. 

Group 2: Agents with a range 
of evidence of carcinogenicity 
in humans and in experimental 
animals. Within this, 2A means 
there is limited evidence of car- 
cinogenicity in humans and suffi- 
cient evidence of carcinogenicity 
in animals, while 2B means there 
is limited evidence of carcinoge- 
nicity in humans and less than 
sufficient evidence of carcinoge- 
nicity in animals. 

Group 3: These agents are not 
classifiable as to their carcinoge- 
nicity to humans. 

Group 4: These agents are 
probably not carcinogenic to hu- 
mans.

HEATCHECK 

NOW THAT THE U.S. IS IN THE COPA AMERICA 
QUARTERFINALS, CAN IT WIN THE WHOLE THING?

The U.S. has had little margin for error in the Copa America Centenario. Because 
after losing their first game to Colombia, the Americans had to win their next two 
to assure themselves a spot in the one-and-done knockout rounds. 


They did just that, finishing atop their 
four-team group in the process. And defender 
Geoff Cameron says that experience has 
prepared the team for the pressures that lay 
ahead, beginning with Thursday’s quarterfi- 
nal against Ecuador in Seattle. 

“It really hasn’t changed for us,” he said 
Tuesday “It’s been a knockout [round] since 
the second game. So our mentality’s the same. 

“We’re in the quarterfinals now, and we 
have a chance to make a run. We believe in 
each other. We feel like something special is 
happening here.” 

A win Thursday would certainly qualify as 
something special because with the excep- 


tion of the CONCACAF Gold Cup, the U.S. 
has won a quarterfinal game in a major inter- 
national competition just once, in the 1995 
Copa America. 

“It’s the same situation,” said Clint 
Dempsey, who has scored or assisted on four 
of the five U.S. goals in the Centenario. “Do 
or die. You lose, you go home. And we’re look- 
ing to go far in this tournament.” 

That will get increasingly harder for the 
U.S. because if it gets past i3th-ranked Ec- 
uador, a team it beat in a friendly just three 
weeks ago, the likely semifinal opponents will 
be Lionel Messi and No. i Argentina. Messi 
and Co. beat Bolivia on Tuesday, becoming 


the only team to exit group play with a per- 
fect record. As a result, they will be heavily fa- 
vored to beat Venezuela in the quarterfinals. 

Few things have gone to form in this tour- 
nament, the first Copa America to be played 
on US. soil. 

The group stage saw a World Cup semifi- 
nalist, a World Cup quarterfinalist and the 
world’s ninth-ranked team eliminated, with 
Brazil, Costa Rica and Uru- 
guay all being sent home. Bra- 
zil, which lost its final game to 
Peru on a disputed goal, also 
sent its coach home, firing 
Dunga after failing to advance 
out of group play for the first 
time since 1987. 

Meanwhile, lightly regarded 
Venezuela shut out both Uru- 
guay and Jamaica. That sends 
Venezuela, the only winless team in CON- 
MEBOL World Cup qualifying, on to the 
Copa quarterfinals. 

“You’ve seen teams beat other teams that 
you’re shocked at,” Cameron said. “Every 
team has good players.” 

But aside from Argentina, none of those 
teams is hotter than the US., which goes into 
the next round riding consecutive shutouts. 


After giving up goals on a corner kick and a 
penalty kick in the first half of the tourna- 
ment opener, goalkeeper Brad Guzan has 
been perfect, putting together a streak of 228 
consecutive scoreless minutes. 

And with Copa rules changing for the next 
two rounds, sending ties directly to penalty 
kicks after 90 minutes, a hot keeper becomes 
even more important. 

Dempsey said the new 
rules will change the way 
teams approach the game, 
with some playing conserva- 
tively in the hopes of going 
to penalties while others will 
push harder for goals to avoid 
that. 

US. coach Jurgen Klins- 
mann says that won’t deter- 
mine his team’s fate, though. 

‘A tournament is decided by the chemistry 
of a group, not necessarily by the best team,” 
said Klinsmann, a World Cup winner with 
Germany “It’s how a group kind of grows 
together, how they support each other. How 
they sense problems, how they solve prob- 
lems. 

“It’s the group that makes the difference. 
And that is what’s [happening] right now”

Blackhawks deal 
Teravainen, Bickell

The Blackhawks on ^X^dnesday parted ways 
with a pair of playoff heroes from the past 
three years. 

In exchange for a second-round pick (50th 
overall) in the 2016 NHL Draft and a third- 
round pick in the 2017 draft, the Hawks sent 
Bryan Bickell and Teuvo Teravainen to Caro- 
lina. 

Bickell, you might recall, had nine goals and 
eight assists during the Blackhawks’ run to 
the 2013 Stanley Cup. That included the tying 
goal in the waning moments of Game 6 of the 
Cup Final against Boston after the Hawks had 
pulled the goaltender. (Dave Bolland followed 
up with the winning goal 17 seconds later.) 

Teravainen had four goals and six assists dur- 


ing the 2015 postseason, including two goals in 
the Cup Final against Tampa Bay 

Why are the Hawks making these moves? 
As usual, it comes down to money Bickell 
made $4.5 million last season, a very high num- 
ber for someone who played just 25 games last 
season and contributed only two assists. In 
fairness, he was recovering from health issues 
he suffered the previous season. 

As for Teravainen, although he made only 
$832,500 last year, no doubt the Hurricanes 
wanted the promising 21-year-old forward 
in the package to make the deal worth their 
while. 

In the meantime, the Hawks did sign for- 
ward Richard Panik to a one-year deal.

Litchfield, we have an overpopulation problem

They’re baaaaaaack. 

The ladies of 
Litchfield return for 
the fourth season of 
Netflix’s “Orange Is 
the New Black.” The 
season picks up right 
where the last left 
off: The correctional 
officers at Litchfield 
are walking out, 
there’s a giant hole in 
the prison fence and 
all the inmates have escaped to swim at an 
adjacent lake. 

With the prison now for-profit, life at Li- 
tchfield is even more chaotic. Alliances have 
changed, bonds have been broken and new 
relationships have grown. But the prison is 
suffering now with its influx of new inmates. 
There aren’t enough beds, the showers and 
bathrooms are crowded and one particular 
inmate, Judy King (Blair Brown), is getting 
preferential treatment because of her status 
as a TV star. 



Piper is riding high after throwing Stella 
(Ruby Rose) under the bus, and she’s still on 
top of her game with her underwear business, 
but trouble looms with inmate Maria (Jessica 
Pimentel). Pennsatucky (Taryn Manning) 
is still reeling from being raped by a prison 
guard last season, and Morello (Yael Stone) 
is in a honeymoon phase after her in-prison 
marriage. 

Brown shines in her role as newcomer Judy 
The character— said to be based off Mar- 
tha Stewart— is Southern and gracious, but 
there’s a darkness to her that’s overwhelming, 
but not outwardly obvious. She’s caught the 
eye of Sam Healy (Michael Harney), who was 
harboring feelings for Red (Kate Mulgrew). 

But some of our favorites are often forgot- 
ten in this busy season. Sophia (Laverne Cox) 
is locked up in solitary confinement, Nicky 
(Natasha Lyonne) is in max and we’re not 
entirely sure if Matt McGorr/s John Bennett 
is ever coming back. 

That’s not to say the season starts off bad. 
It doesn’t. It’s fast-paced, drama-filled fun. 
Characters that were once hated (I see you. 


Pennsatucky and Crazy Eyes) are rounded 
out, and they’re put in a situation where you 
really care about them and want them to 
succeed. 

But how much you invest in the characters 
is a testament to what “Orange” does best. 
These characters are still evolving and grow- 
ing, and with Netflix committing to three 
more seasons of the show already that’s a 
good sign for its future. 


“Orange” has always been driven by 
its powerful storytelling. Abu feel for the 
inmates. Abu want to know their stories and 
understand how they got to Litchfield. We 
get it. Piper and the gang can’t be in prison 
forever. We knew that going into it. But 
Litchfield feels a little overcrowded right now 
Despite that, “Orange” continues to 
deliver, and while we yearn for our favorites 
from the first season, the show must go on.

T here aren’t too many iconic foods that have been invented as a form 
of revenge. But according to legend, that’s exactly how Nashville hot 
chicken came to be. As the story goes, a guy named Thornton Prince 
returned home to his girlfriend after a long night of cheating. She repaid the favor 
by drenching his fried chicken in spice, but the scheme backfired when Prince 
loved the chicken so much he asked for the recipe and opened a restaurant that 
specialized in the dish. His great-niece Andre Prince Jeffries eventually took over 
the Nashville spot, which is now known as Prince’s Hot Chicken Shack. 


Jared Leonard, owner of Rub’s Back- 
country Smokehouse in Rogers Park, also 
fell in love with the stuff and decided to 
bring Nashville hot chicken to Chicago. He 
teamed up with chef de cuisine Jonathan 


Zaragoza (Birrieria Zaragoza, Masa Azul, 
Pearl’s Southern Comfort) and the two went 
on a hot-chicken pilgrimage. 

“Just before we signed contracts {for the 
restaurant], we went down to Nashville 


and hit up Prince’s, Hattie B’s, Pepperfire, 
Bolton’s and 400 Degrees and a few other less 
notable places,” Zaragoza said. “We took ele- 
ments from each and made our own recipe.” 

I stopped by the pair’s first location in 
Lakeview (a second is slated for Lin- 
coln Square later this year) to see 
if they would bring four-alarm 
heat or just a puff of smoke. 

The scene 

The space— which used to 
house Bunny the Micro Bak- 
ery— is tiny There’s limited seat- 
ing, but patrons can saddle up at 
two long communal counters that line 
either side of the narrow restaurant. When 
I visited on an early Wednesday evening, the 


line snaked out the door. 

The food 

Unlike so many restaurants that open with 
50 -plus dishes divided into sections with 
cutesy, off-putting names (appeteasers 
to happy endings), Budlong 
refreshingly serves just chicken, 
a few sides and beverages. Of 
course, there are choices when 
it comes to the chicken. You 
pick dark (leg and thigh, $9- 
$16) or white (breast and wing, 
$10 -$17) meat and a small (one 
piece of each) or large (two pieces of 
each) portion size. Plus, there are four 
levels of seasoning: Naked, Classic, Medium 
and X-Hot. 
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The hormone- and antibiotic-free birds get a dry 
brine (salt is rubbed inside and out) and are breaded and 
fried to order. Then the crispy skin is brushed with an 
exclusive spice paste featuring varying levels of cayenne 
pepper. X-Hot is the exception; the heat here comes 
from cayenne and a pinch of habanero. 

I ordered small portions of the first three spice levels 
and, because I’m a masochist, a large portion of the X- 
Hot. All of the meat I tried— including the breast, a cut 
that’s notorious for drying out— was juicy to the bone. 
However, the flesh was greasy and the skin had soggy 
spots, usually a sign that the deep-fryer is crowded or 
the grease isn’t hot enough. (This is understandable as 
the line is constantly out the door.) By the time I got to 
the X-Hot pieces, I was prepared to declare this Nash- 
ville fried chicken experiment a false alarm. 

I’ve had hot chicken in Nashville and Atlanta, and 
both times it was so spicy that I couldn’t take more than 
a few bites before I was forced to douse the inferno 
with a quart of beer. However, Budlong’s X-Hot chicken 
boasts a creeping fire that’s kissed with citrus from the 
habanero. The burn is slow, smoldering and compelling. 
Unlike that of its greasy predecessors, the skin was crisp 
and slipped off like a silk-lined cloak. If it gets too hot, 
there’s a piece of white bread and decent housemade 
bread-and-butter pickle slices that help cut the heat. 

The sides ($5 for a small, $9 for a large) were almost 
universally well-executed. Elote dripped with Duke’s 
Mayonnaise, crumbly cotija cheese and cayenne. Red- 
skin potato salad erupted with tangy mustard. Col- 
lards— which are sauteed and tossed with smoked ham 
hock, caramelized onion, salt, sugar and butter— were 
some of the best greens I’ve ever had. The only side 
that suffered was the biscuit ($3). I ordered three, and 
two were slightly undercooked and dense. The third 
was flaky and light. However, they were all gilded with 
whipped butter flecked with black pepper and brown 
sugar, which melts into an addictive gravy-like slather. 

The drinks and dessert 

There’s an assortment of cane sugar sodas on offer, 
including an effervescent cherry-spiked Cheerwine ($3). 

If that doesn’t tame the heat, a creamy gelato-based 
bourbon vanilla wafer milkshake ($6) will do the trick. 
The frosty treat is a nostalgic play for Zaragoza. 

“When I was a kid, my grandparents would watch 
me,” he said. “My grandfather would get up early and 
sneak me a bunch of vanilla wafers in a cup with a glass 
of milk while I watched cartoons.” 

The service 

Each dish was served with a couple of Wet-Naps, but 
the kitchen crew noticed my fingers were still coated 
in rust-colored spice as I was cleaning up and brought 
out more. The servers bussed our table and wrapped up 
leftovers in a flash. 

Bottom line 

The X-Hot chicken is the way to go with a habanero- 
spiked heat that pleases. There’s a chance you’ll get a 
soggy piece of bird as the Budlong folks work out the 
kinks, but if you order a side of collards, you’ll hardly 
mind.

No, you’re probably not going to plan your 
next night out at Navy Pier. But on the days 
you have guests in town and they inevitably 
ask to go to that place with the big Ferris 
wheel, you no longer have to choose between 
Bubba Gump and hunger pangs. An influx 
of new restaurants from Lettuce Entertain 
You, the first expansion of Original Rainbow 
Cone and a (coming-soon) cocktail bar from 
the Tiny Lounge crew are just a few of the 
new options making Navy Pier’s dining scene, 
well, actually respectable. 

Plus, you’re now allowed to carry alcoholic 
drinks around the Pier, so spots like DMK 
Burger Bar are serving them to go. Hanging 
with Aunt Martha just got a whole lot better. 

Here’s what’s new, and exactly what to 
order: 

DMK Burger and Fish Bar, an airy restau- 
rant with a long bar and modern white sub- 
way tiles, offers some of the best food on the 
pier. The offshoot of Lakeview’s DMK Burger 
Bar and Fish Bar (there, separate restaurants; 
here, together) opened at the tail end of pier
